The  bibliography  is  a  selected  list  of  writings  on  public  land  activities, 
programs,  and  legislation  published  from  195^  to  1962.   Whenever  possible, 
material  for  the  years  1962  to  196k   has  been  included.   This  bibliography 
should  be  treated  as  a  supplement  to  the  publication  prepared  by  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  entitled  Eublic  Lands  Bibliography,  Washington: 
Government  Printing  Office,  1962,  which  included  similar  material  from  the 
colonial  history  of  the  United  States  to  195^. 


Arrangement 

Following  the  format  of  the  Public  Lands  Bibliography,  this  supplement  has 
been  divided  into  three  major  categories:  Articles  and  Monographs,  Laws  and 
Legislation  and  Theses.  Under  these  categories  the  individual  items  are 
arranged  alphabetically  by  first  author.
